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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1. This Office Action based on the submitted declarations filed with the Office on 
January 5, 2009, regarding the MORGENSHTEIN et al. application. 

2. Claims 1-44 are currently pending and have been fully considered. 



Election/Restrictions 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
45-66 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
45-66 have been cancelled. 



Declarations 

4. The declaration filed on January 5, 2009, under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the MORGENSHTEIN reference. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-44 are allowed. 
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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a search of 
the prior art did not yield a reference in which is taught or suggested that an ion 
sensitive transistor is connected as a pass transistor, a transistor configured 
based on standard pass transistor logic, wherein a control signal (an input) is 
applied to the gate of an n-type transistor (commonly, the drain). This limitation 
is recited in independent claims 1,21, 37, 41 , and 44. 

The prior art closest to the instant invention is BROWN (US 4,743,954). 
Brown discloses a integrated circuit for a CHEMFET sensor which teaches an ion 
concentration sensor comprising an ion sensitive transistor comprising a solution 
input, a reference input, a diffusion input, and a diffusion output (Col. 2, line 34 - 
Col. 3, line 6) and includes pass transistors that comprise multiplexors (Col. 17, 
lines 10-21; Figure 4). The instant invention is distinguished from the teachings 
of BROWN in that the ion sensitive transistors of the instant claims are 
connected as pass transistor, per se, rather than inclusion of pass transistors as 
distinct elements in the signal processing multiplexors, as taught by BROWN. It 
would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to connect the ion sensitive 
transistors taught by BROWN as pass transistors, perse.
